ele meet the needs of its 2,250,000 members and 
accomplish its task more adequately, a new 
church has emerged on the American scene after 
more than a decade of careful merger negotiations. 
The American Lutheran Church was established 
April 22, 1960 in Minneapolis, when the Constituting 
Conventions’ thousand delegates, appointed by the 
three merging churches, adopted the proposed con- 
stitution. 

Dr. William Larsen, convener and presiding officer 
of the Convention, stated: ‘‘We thank God for the 
manifestation of His love among His people, whereby 
there may be for the first time in the history of Ameri- 
can Lutheranism a merger between bodies of differ- 
ent national backgrounds.” 

Prior to the first business session the thousand 
delegates of the Constituting Conventions partici- 
pated in a communion service held in the Central 
Lutheran Church. Dr. Henry F. Schuh (American 
Lutheran Church) gave the message. At the conclu- 
sion of the service, the three retiring presidents, Dr. 
Fredrik A. Schiotz (Evangelical Lutheran Church), 
Dr. Henry F. Schuh (American Lutheran Church), 
and Dr. William Larsen (United Evangelical Luther- 
an Church), led the triple-column procession of offi- 
cers and pastors in their ecclesiastical vestments from 
the Central Lutheran Church to the nearby Min- 
neapolis Auditorium. The presidents of the three 
merging church bodies engaged in a symbolic gesture, 
the clasping of hands at the altar before the assembled 
delegates and guests. 

The American Bible Society presented leather- 
bound Bibles to each of the retiring presidents of the 
three churches at their concluding conventions. Dr. 
Ralph Mortensen, Field Secretary, on behalf of the 
Bible Society made the presentation. Dr. Schiotz, 
Dr. Schuh and Dr. Larsen each in turn thanked the 
American Bible Society for this recognition of their 
respective churches’ past support and pledged con- 
tinued support of the Society by the new church.

BOOK 


AS SEEN BY DR. MARTIN NIEMOLLER 


N audience which recently tested the capacity of 
St. Paul’s in London listened intently while Dr. 
Martin Niemdller addressed the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. Particularly impressive was the speak- 
er’s narration of his prewar and wartime experiences. 
Dr. Niem@ller contended that the Bible, unlike other 
books, does not become antiquated. He testified 
quietly and earnestly about the comfort and strength 
derived from words of Scripture; about his arrest 
in 1935, when he publicly opposed the Nazi pagan- 
izing doctrines; about his imprisonment in 1938, 
when a Christian policeman shouted a text for him 
in a tunnel leading to the German Court; and about 
transfer to a concentration camp, which he endured 
for three and one half years, and where, in gratitude 
to God for being allowed to retain his Bible, he 
repeated texts to unseen fellow prisoners passing by 
his cell window. Dr. Niemdller also described a 
unique occasion of holy communion, after the re- 
pentance and forgiveness by God of a former mem- 
ber of Hitler’s bodyguard court-martialed on a 
capital charge. For that service in a cell, only two 
were gathered together in Christ’s name; and the 
only available sacramental elements were water in a 
tin mug and a crust of bread. He put two heart- 
searching questions to his audiences: ‘“‘Do we read 
our Bible regularly day by day? More than fifty-five 
years ago my father told me, ‘The Bible doesn’t be- 
long on the shelf but in your hand, under your eye, 
and in your heert’. Do we need Jesus in our heart? 
This is the decisive question indeed. What is our 
answer? Each one of us can give it only from his own 
experience. You and I can help each other by hon- 
estly expounding our experiences. Then we can judge 
from these the things we have in common. If you 
live with this Book, sooner or later you have your 
expericnce,- 

Dr. Niemodller concluded with a Biblical assess- 
ment of the value of the individual and the place 
of freedom and responsibility in society. “God would 
never have allowed His Son to die for world progress 
or an earthly fatherland. It was for the individual 
people of the nations that God offered Him—that 
you and I might inhabit forever the new heaven 
and the new earth. We know from the Bible the 
real human freedom and responsibility which cannot 
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and must not be taken away, or the human becomes 
inhuman. This witness, brought to us in Jesus Christ, 
to whom the Book witnesses, we owe in love to the 
Communists. I am disappointed that all over Chris- 
tendom a spirit of fear is abroad; it is Communism 
which ought to be afraid of Christianity. If only we 
Christians would listen to the witness and become 
bearers of the witness and be what we ought to be— 
the salt of the earth and the light of the world!”

The combined property value of the new church 
exceeds four hundred million dollars, and the annual 
local expenses of the churches are estimated at eighty 
million dollars. 

Dr. Fredrik A. Schiotz, first presideat of the new 
church, challenged the assembled delegates: ‘“‘We 
have come of age and must bear our share of respon- 
sibility for the individual and collective soul-life of 
the United States and Canada. Our new church will 
be a conservative church—conservative in the whole- 
some sense that it will get its compass-bearings from 
the truth revealed in the Holy Scriptures. It will 
simultaneously be as radical as the mandate ‘to love 
your neighbor as yourself.”

A New Edition of the Greek New Testament 


F: the first time in the history of Christendom it 
4 has been arranged that a committee of New Testa- 
ment textual scholars undertake to study all the avail- 
able evidence in the preparation of a new Greek 
text representing the latest discoveries, a careful 
evaluation of existing data and the presentation of 
relevant evidence on all points involving significant 
problems of interpretation. The text, foot-notes and 
supplementary volumes which will accompany the 
text are designed to provide the student, pastor, 
scholar and translator with hitherto unavailable re- 
sources to aid in the study and understanding of the 
New Testament. 
It is hoped that this project, sponsored by the 
American Bible Society in cooperation with the 
National Bible Society of Scotland and the Wirttem- 
‘berg Bible Society of Germany, will help to meet the 
growing demand for a more satisfactory text of the 
Greek New Testament. 
_ Dr. Eugene A. Nida of the American Bible Society 
has announced that, according to the present sched- 
ule adopted for this project, the editorial work of the 
Committee will require at least six summer sessions 
(1956-61) and approximately two or three years of 
additional time given to the editing, proofreading 
and publication of the text and supplementary 
volumes.

ABS Distributes over 300,000 Spanish Gospels 


R. J. GONZALEZ MOLINA, Secretary of the Bible 
Society in Cuba is cooperating with the Great

As a result of this distribution program Dr. Molina 
reports the following incident: “In the hospital of 
Holguin, an important city of the province of 
Oriente, a group of young women and ministers 
along with me visited this hospital where we dis- 
tributed among the sick, employees and people visit- 
ing the sick, 650 Gospels.

A FOUR-HUNDRED-YEAR-OLD 
ANCESTOR OF OUR BIBLE

N THE late 1550’s the lovely town of Geneva in 
Switzerland, on the shores of Lake Geneva, was 
a great center of discussion in a considerable number 
of languages on questions of Biblical interpretation as 
well as, and related to, the tremendous theological 
questions that were stirring all of Western Europe 
during those days of the Reformation. There were 
arguments on matters of Hebrew and Greek gram- 
mar and terminology, searching of commentaries and 
questionings and speculation about Hebrew and 
Greek customs and life in Palestine in Bible times. 
Scriptures were being printed in Greek, Latin and 
French. Among the printers was the French scholar 
and printer, Robertus Stephanus, like many other 
French Protestants a fugitive from Paris. His Greek 
and Latin New Testament of 1551 contained, printed 
in the margins, numbers for each sentence or long 
phrase. His French Bible of 1553 had the entire text 
divided into numbered and separated verses, such as 
we are accustomed to today. A Latin Bible of 1555 in 
Lyons was also so divided. Since the thirteenth cen- 
tury the Bible text had been broken up into chapters, 
but for lesser divisions the letters of the alphabet 
were printed in the margins. This made reference to 
Biblical passages in debate obscure. 
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A Hebrew scroll, c. 1250 A.D., on display in the Amer 
ican Bible Society Library. 


There was a committee of French pastors revising 
the Olivetan Bible, published first in 1535; their re- 
vision appeared in 1560 and was known also as the 
Geneva Bible. Italians were revising the 1532 Bible 
of Antonio Brucioli (which appeared in 1562), and 
very likely Casiodoro de Reina was there during the 
early stages of his translation of the Spanish Bible 
(1568). A Spanish New Testament translated by Juan 
Pérez de Pineda was printed in Geneva in 1556. And 
there were Englishmen as well, men who had fled 
from the religious persecution of Queen Mary, the 
elder daughter of Henry VIII, who, like her mother, 
had remained a loyal Catholic. 

Among these was William Whittingham, a brother- 
in-law of John Calvin, not long from Oxford. This 
atmosphere of Bible discussion and translation led 
him to prepare a revision of the English New Testa- 
ment of William Tyndale, based on the newly pub- 
lished (1556) Latin translation of the French scholar 
Theodore Beza. This was published at Geneva in 
1557, and its favorable reception led him to go on 
with work on the Old Testament, in which he was 
aided by Anthony Gibley, also of Christ Church Col- 
lege at Oxford, and by Thomas Sampson, a Cam- 
bridge man and former Dean of Chichester. After 
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further revision of the New Testament, this Bible was 
published at Geneva in April of 1560 at the expense 
of members of the English Church in Geneva, one of 
the most active being John Bodley, father of the 
founder of the famous Bodleian Library at Oxford. 
Not as small as the 1557 New Testament and not 
nearly as large as the fine editions of the Great Bible 
in 1539 and later, the first Geneva Bible was in handy 
size, only 10 by 6% inches. For the first time, how- 
ever, the English text of the whole Bible was broken 
up into numbered verse-paragraphs. It was also 
printed in roman letters (like those here), whereas all 
previous English Bibles had been printed in ornate 
black letters, as German used to be. It was not illus- 
trated but contained some fascinating maps and 
plans; for example, before the book of Ezekiel was 
a detailed depiction of that prophet’s vision. 
Another distinction of this first Geneva Bible was 
the large amount of marginal comment. This made 
fascinating reading, added greatly to the understand- 
ing of the text and helped to make it during the 
following eighty years the best-loved English Bible. 
However, not at all points did these notes coincide 
with the teachings of the Church of England, so that 
Archbishop Parker got together a committee of bish- 
ops to make an improved version with little or no 
comment in the margins. This was published in 1598 
but remained a church or pulpit Bible. In fact, even 
clergymen of the Church of England continued to 
preach from the Geneva Bible rather than from the 
Bishops’ Bible. 
It was this Geneva Bible that Shakespeare grew up 
with, and this is the Bible that came to America with 
the earliest settlers in New England. In fact, Governor 
Bradford owned a copy printed in 1592. Other fea- 
tures of the Geneva Bible that endeared it to the 
hearts of the Puritans was the leaf with ‘‘certain 
questions and answers touching the doctrine of Pre- 
destination, the use of God’s Word and Sacraments” 


—a sort of short catechism that appeared in many 
editions from 1579 to 1615. Some of the earlier edi- 
tions had included a translation of Calvin’s cate- 
chism, consisting of 373 questions and answers in a 
thirty-four-page section. Many of them also included 
the arrangement of the Psalms in meter “with apt 
notes to sing them withall” that had been prepared 
by ‘Thomas Sternhold and John Hopkins—first pub- 
lished in London in 1562. These hymns (which 
Queen Elizabeth referred to as “Geneva jigs’) were 
as beloved by the Puritans as were Luther’s hymns 
in Germany. They were in constant use in England 
until the end of the seventeenth century and were the 
basis of the various forms of the metrical Psalms used 
by the Presbyterians in Scotland. 

Not all the succeeding printings of the Geneva 
Bible, however, were printed in roman letters. In 
1579 appeared the first of a long series of smaller 
Geneva Bibles printed in blackletter. In 1576 had 
appeared a revision of the Geneva New Testament 
by Laurence Thomson (probably based on a later 
edition of the Beza text), which appears in most of 
the editions from then on. In 1599 appeared the first 
of an often reprinted series of roman-letter Bibles, 
with a new text of Revelation which was a transla- 
tion of a French translation by Franciscus Junius, a 
noted French Huguenot divine, which had been 
printed separately in English in 1594. 

These editions of 1599, with the imprint of Chris- 
topher Barker as printer, are of rather special in- 
terest because they probably were not all printed in 
England, but many of them in the Netherlands 
twenty or thirty years later. The Geneva Bible con- 
tinued to be popular for a generation or so after the 
publication of the King James Version in 1611 and 
was the beloved Bible of the Puritans, which is partly 
the reason that after 1617, doubtless through the in- 
fluence of the Church of England, very few Geneva

Bibles were printed in England. The last year in 
which Christopher Barker was a licensed Bible 
printer was 1599, his son Robert carrying on the 
business in 1600. Even after 1611, however, many 
preachers used the ‘‘old version,” including some of 
the translators of the King James Version. In fact, in 
the introduction to that new version the Geneva Bible 
is quoted instead of the one which was being in- 
troduced. The Geneva Bible was so highly esteemed 
that Oliver Cromwell took from it the texts used in 
his little ‘‘Soldier’s Pocket Bible’? printed for the 
Parliamentary armies in 1643. 

Because of the translation of Genesis 3:7, telling 
how Adam and Eve made themselves ‘‘breeches”’ 
instead of ‘‘aprons,” as the 1611 text, this Bible is 
often popularly called ‘the Breeches Bible.” Actually, 
the same expression had been used in the Wyclif 
Bible late in the fourteenth century. 

The tradition of the simplicity of English style set 
by William Tyndale in his New Testament of 1525 
and his work on the Old ‘Testament preserved in the 
Matthews Bible of 1537, to which Miles Coverdale in 
his version of 1535 and in the Great Bible of 1539 
added so much beauty of expression, is nobly carried 
on by the work of the translators of the Geneva Bible. 
Much of the Geneva Bible is still embedded in the 
King James Version and even in the Revised Standard 
Version. The English Bible today is in a sense a 
mosaic of the work of devoted scholars and men gifted 
with felicity of expression in the transmission of the 
messages of the ancient Hebrew and Greek.

August Meeting of the Board 

A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society was held at the 
Bible House on Thursday, August 4, 1960, 
at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel Burke in the 
Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. Robert Claude Denton. 

Miss Alice Ball was appointed an Assist- 
ant Secretary in the Overseas Department 
beginning September 1, 1960. 

It was reported that 6,175 lbs. of Braille 
paper was shipped to the Korean Bible 
Society for the printing of the Scriptures 
in Korean Braille. 

The Board approved of the gift of 1,000 
English Bibles especially inscribed for the 
Pony Express Centennial, July 19—28, 1960. 

It was reported that many letters of 
appreciation have been received from the 
various Military Academies to which the 
Bible Society sent presentation Bibles for 
recent graduation ceremonies. 

The Board approved of the production of 
350,000 English New Testaments for dis- 
tribution to the Armed Forces. 

Distribution of the Scriptures in the 
United States included a report that nearly 
14,000 embossed volumes and Talking 
Book records were sent out to the blind 
during the second quarter of 1960. 

A new program of Scriptures distribution 
in the National Parks of the Western and 
Pacific Region has been inaugurated, 
10,000 copies of the Sermon on the Mount 
to be circulated in Sequoia National Park 
and 20,000 copies in Yosemite National 
Park.

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THE LIVING BIBLE on

CXINCE its inception in 1816 the 
American Bible Society has al- 
ways recognized the Bible as ‘The 
Book That Lives.” Its teaching and 
its truths are as applicable today as 
when first written; thus the task of its 
translation and worldwide distribu- 
tion is both humble and tremendous. 
In New York and many towns in 
New Jersey ““The Living Bible” means 
just that much more, because it is a 
radio program sponsored by _ the- 
American Bible Society and broad- 
cast over Station WNEW each Sun- 
day morning at 7:35. It is one of the 
very few live radio programs still on 
the air. 
_ In its service to the community 
WNEW, which has been broadcast- 
ing “The Living Bible” for eighteen 
years, recently was honored at a pres- 
entation meeting. The station mana- 
ger, Mr. John V. B. Sullivan, accept- 
ed on behalf of WNEW a bronze 
plaque in recognition of this service. 
_ Also honored with a bronze plaque 
for his service as Bible Quiz Master 
on the program was Dr. Jesse W. Stitt, 
pastor of Greenwich Village Presby- 
terian Church, New York City. 

Dr. Stitt has been Quiz Master for 
ten years. The popularity of the 
program is due to his warm, friendly 
attitude toward the children com- 
peting. He is always kind and helpful 
and has a wonderful sense of humor. 
Through his guidance the questions 
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become almost a lesson each time. 
Contestants for “The Living Bible” 
quiz are supplied by church Sunday 
schools of various denominations, 
three children of juniors high age be- 
ing selected from each church. Chil- 
dren have been known to get up at 
four o’clock on a Sunday morning 
and travel as much as one hundred 
miles to take part in the program. 
The children are asked a series of 
five questions each. The child who 
achieves a perfect score is invited to 
return and take part in a Winners’ 
Program, which normally takes place 
when a fifth Sunday occurs in the 
month. If again a perfect score is 
achieved, the winner returns for a 
Super-Winners’ Program; but this 
seldom happens. There have been 
occasions when churches at the last 
minute have been unable to take part. 
This means a search for a last-minute 
substitute. On one occasion three 
children came on the air without any 
previous coaching in their Sunday 
school. After fifteen questions there 
was a tie. It took twenty-three extra 
questions to break the tie. On several 
occasions it has been necessary to go 
on with the quiz after the normal 
broadcast has finished at eight o’clock. 
There have been occasions when 
contestants have arrived at the studio 
a minute before going on the air. One 
Sunday morning a car conveying 
children from a New Jersey church 


broke down in the Lincoln Tunnel, 
but with the aid of police and a police 
car they arrived in the studio just in 
time to go on the air. 

The program has its amusing mo- 
ments. One pupil was asked a question 
to which the obvious answer was, 
“Samson.” The boy hemmed and 
hawed and clicked his fingers, and 
finally blurted out, ‘‘Delilah’s boy 
friend!” 

At the presentation meeting there 
were twelve churches represented 
which had been continuous partici- 
pants to the program for over ten 
years. It is refreshing to know that 
most children who have broadcast 
over ten years ago are still active in 
church and Sunday-school life; some 
are in the mission field. The knowl- 
edge of the Bible that Sunday-school 
children have today, as witnessed on 
this program, has always been a 
source cf amazement at the Bible 
House. 

It is indeed a living witness of 
“The Living Bible.”
